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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OP  THE 
MABLETHORPE  AND  SUTTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr .Chairman*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
dealing  with  the  health  and  the  health  provisions 
of  the  District  during  1959?  in  which  is  incorporated 
the  report  of  Mr. Long*  the  Council ?s  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

It  is  satisfying  to  record  a  larger  margin 
between  births  and  deaths  than  has  previously  occurred 
locally*  except  on  one  occasion.  The  births  reached 
only  one  short  of  a  century  and  deaths  totalled  64? 
giving  rates  which  were  an  improvement  on  the  national 
figures  and  on  the  local  ones  of  the  previous  year. 

In  more  muted  tones  one  refers  to  the  still  birth  and 
infant  death  rates*  which  were  not  so  good  as  the 
previous  year  and  were  somewhat  below  the  national 
standard*  but  the  yearly  variations  of  these*  when  deal¬ 
ing  with  a  small  population*  is  not  unusual 0 

For  those  interested*  tables  have  been  compiled 
giving  information  about  the  causes  of  death  and  the 
age  groupings  affected*  with  information  to  provide  a 
comparative  check  against  similar  matters  in  recent 
years.  In  spite  of  the  fairly  wide  variations  from  year 
to  year  in  the  causes  of  death*  it  is  noticed  that  over 
a  period  of  years*  the  killing  diseases  and  the  ages  at 
death  follow  a  fairly  uniform  pattern*  thus  confirming 
the  absence  of  any  particular  local  influence  on  the 
mortality.  As  an  example  of  the  yearly  difference  in  the 
killing  diseases*  only  9%  of  the  total  deaths  this  year 
were  cancer  casualties  compared  with  20%  in  1958,  but 
in  reverse*  brain  haemorrhages  -  strokes  -  claimed  30% 
this  year  against  14%  in  1958. 

The  infectious  notifications  were  almost  entirely 
of  measles*  the  gradual  spread  of  which  in  the  district 
lasted  for  the  first  half  of  the  year.  There  were  two 
notifications  of  tuberculosis*  non-pulmonary  forms  of 
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minor  significance.  The  immunisation  and  vaccination 
returns  showed  a  pleasing  improvement  on  those  of 
recent  years,  accounted  for  probably  by  the  temporary 
fulfilment  of  the  acute  demands  of  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  and  by  the  more  general  use  made  of  the 
combined  forms  of  vaccine 0  It  was  pleasing  to  note 
that  there  were  no  diseases  preventable  by  vaccination 
measures  among  the  notifications  of  the  year. 

In  the  environmental  field,  nothing  occurred  to 
disturb  the  even  tenor,  though  perhaps  it  could  more 
justifiably  be  stated  that  the  degree  of  supervision 
of  the  various  services  prevented  any  untoward  happenings. 

On  the  occasion  of  this  final  report  after  a  coming 
of  age  period  of  service  with  the  Council,  one  feels 
inclined  to  cast  a  brief  backward  glance  to  view  the  pro¬ 
gress  made  in  the  environmental  scene  during  that  period 
of  time.  With  the  ending  of  the  war,  the  Council  lost 
no  time  setting  about  clearing  up  the  district  sewerage 
black  spots,  which  led  to  sewer  provisions  at  Trusthorpe, 
North  End  and  the  remedy  of  some  other  smaller  sources  of 
troubles,  such  as  at  the  Victoria  Estate „  Pear  of  water 
shortage  owing  to  seasonal  demands  resulted  in  the  sinking 
of  a  new  bore  and  the  installation  of  the  appropriate 
pumping  machinery  to  meet  all  emergencies.  The  link  up  of 
the  supply  systems  and  mains  extensions  to  serve  the 
agricultural  ends  of  the  district  were  in  turn  followed 
by  improvements  in  the  supplies  to  the  more  highly  developed 
peripheral  district  points . 

The  flood  calamity  of  1953  is  now  better  remembered 
so  far  as  the  effects  on  the  environmental  services  are 
concerned  by  the  speed  of  rehabilitation  which  so  quickly 
changed  the  entire  face  of  the  district.  It  was  a  matter 
of  thankfulness  that  none  of  the  health  hazards  frequently 
associated  with  such  a  calamity  occurred  on  this  occasion, 

On  a  different  plane,  and  one  so  important  in  a  district 
such  as  this,  was  the  concentration  of  attention  on  clean 
and  safe  food,  which  mainly  antedated  the  assistance  later 
derived  from  legislative  direction  and  powers.  L  safe 
milk  supply  for  the  entire  district  was  in  being  long 
before  the  relevant  statutory  measures  came  into  force, 
just  as  the  local  standard  of  ice  cream  production 
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anticipated  in  the  main  the  later  legal  require¬ 
ments  o  Nor  was  the  implementation  of  the  Pood 
and  Hygiene  Regulations  found  such  a  formidable 
task  in  view  of  the  previous  preparation  of  the 
ground*  and  the  easy  co-operation  of  the  trade; 
and  it  is  now  a  matter  of  pride  how  successfully 
these  Regulations  have  continued  to  operate 0 

All  these  happenings  represent  worthy  accom¬ 
plishments  on  the  part  of  the  Council  towards  the 
standard  of  public  health  in  the  district  and  it  is 
a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  me  to  have  been 
associated  with  the  work  in  however  small  capacity. 

As  the  Council  members  are  aware ,  there  is  still  work 
to  be  done  to  improve  conditions  for  which  the  promise 
of  attention  is  expected  to  be  implemented  in  the 
near  future.  It  is  important  that  the  Council  has 
always  kept  in  mind  that  measures  of  public  health 
should  not  rank  secondarily  to  schemes  of  commercial 
development*  in  consideration  of  the  health  risks 
involved  by  vast  seasonal  increases  of  the  population. 

I  have  reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  Council* 
particularly  to  the  Public  Health  and  Water  Committee 
with  whom  my  duties  were  mostly  concerned*  not  only 
for  the  interest  taken  in  matters  brought  to  their 
notice*  but  for  the  kindly  consideration  shown  me 
over  the  years;  and  these  remarks  apply  in  particular 
measure  to  the  present  Committee. 

I  have  also  been  specially  fortunate  in  working 
with  colleagues  who  have  long  been  in  the  Council ?s 
service  and  whose  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  in  matters 
affecting  Council  interests  produced  a  fine  team 
spirit.  I  shall  not  attempt  to  express  my  thanks  to 
them  individually  for  the  sterling  help  given  during 
my  period  of  office*  but  the  association  will  always 
remain  a  very  pleasant  memory.

From  the  foregoing  Tables,  the  chief  information  to  be 
gleaned  from  their  study  is  as  follows o  There  were  fewer  deaths 
of  residents  than  the  previous  year*  but  the  number  was  about  the 
same  as  the  average  in  recent  years*  Deaths  by  ages  matched 
those  of  other  recent  years  except  for  small  increases  at  ages 
under  one  year  and  between  56  to  65  years  though  the  deaths  under 
65  years  totalled  the  same  as  the  average  for  the  previous  five 
year  period.  Neither  did  the  individual  causes  of  death  show 
much  change 9  apart  from  the  increase  for  the  year  caused  by  brain 
haemorrhages,  and  the  lesser  numbers  of  fatalities  resulting  from 
cancer  and  bronchitis.  In  fact,  when  dealing  with  a  small 
population  where  at  least  three  quarters  of  the  deaths  occur 
regularly  after  the  age  of  65  years,  one  half  decade  is  like  anot! 
with  perhaps  slight  annual  variations  in  the  type  of  disease  whi< 
claims  the  elderly  victim.  It  is,  however,  pleasing  to  note  the 
blank  spaces  under  the  disease  headings  of  tuberculosis  and  the 
acute  infectious  diseases,  with  only  a  single  entry  in  the  class 
of  cases  caused  by  violence  and  accidents  of  all  kinds. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  OP 

THE  AREA  * 


Laboratory  Pacilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory*  Lincoln*  continued 
to  provide  the  very  helpful  service*  on  which  we  have 
long  relied  for  guidance  about  the  safety  standards  of 
the  water  supply  and  certain  articles  of  foodo  I  am 
indebted  to  Dr, J0M,Croll*  the  Officer  in  charge*  for  his 
assistance  over  the  years*  and  I  am  sure  the  Council 
has  never  had  any  regrets  for  agreeing*  after  a  little 
hesitation*  with  my  recommendation  that  they  should 
support  the  service  when  it  first  came  into  being.  The 
samples  and  specimens  sent  for  examination  during  the 
year*  numbering  l65>  were  fewer  than  usual  but  were 
equally  representative  of  the  type  of  examinations  of 
other  years. 

Clinic  Provisions , 

The  County  Council's  Welfare  Centre  operated  the 
following  services  for  the  benefit  of  local  residents 
and  any  temporary  visitors  who  wished  to  avail  of  the 
facilities.  These  services*  concerned  with  the  preventive 
aspects  of  medicine*  function  to  excellent  purpose  under 
the  guidance  of  the  visiting  doctor*  the  local  health 
visitor  and  district  nurses*  with  the  assistance  given 
by  voluntary  helpers  in  the  distribution  of  welfare  foods. 

A  monthly  school  clinic  was  started  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  year*  for  a  trial  period  of  a  year*  to 
ascertain  if  the  need  for  such  existed  in  the  district* 
but  judging  from  the  limited  attendances  in  the  early 
stages  it  did  appear  that  it  would  not  be  a  worthwhile 
provision.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  &  OTHER  DISEASES 

Infectious  diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  1959. 


The  infectious  disease  Table  causes  concern  only  when 
diseases  appear  in  the  lists  which  should  have  been  absentees, 
because  of  measures,  by  vaccination  or  otherwise,  exercisable 
on  their  prevention,,  By  this  criterion,  the  entries  in  the 
above  annual  list  call  for  no  explanation,.  It  is  a  fortunate 
matter,  as  well  as  one  calling  for  congratulations,  that  such 
preventable  diseases  as  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  food  poisoning  troubled  not  at  all  during  the  periods 
of  heavily  loaded  risk  resulting  from  the  vast  influx  of  holi¬ 
day  makers •  The  term  congratulations  is  certainly  deserved 
in  view  of  the  absence  of  food  poisoning  outbreaks,  since  it 
reflects  the  measure  of  education  and  supervision  given  in  food 
care  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  attention 
exhibited  in  food  hygiene  by  all  those  concerned  with  the 
trade  e 

Measles,  which  paid  its  usual  interval  visit  to  the  non- 
immunes  collected  many  more  victims  than  the  number  indicated 
by  the  notifications*  The  infection  began  at  the  early  part  of 
the  year  and  continued  until  mid  summer*  The  dysentery  cases  were 
investigated  and  appropriate  action  was  taken  to  limit  spread.

Tuberculosis „ 


There  were  only  two  cases  notified  during  the  year 
both  of  which  were  non-pulmonary .  One  of  these  was  an 
old  case  who  had  been  previously  written  off  as  cured, 
but  had  an  exacerbation  of  the  trouble 0  The  other  was 
a  new  case  found  during  operation,.

To  Dr,GoDoCormac?  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

I  am  indebted  for  kindly  supplying  the  foregoing  returns, 
of  which  the  following  gives  a  summary  of  the  results  of 
the  individual  forms  of  vaccination.  The  bracket  figures 
allow  comparison  with  those  of  the  previous  year.  It  is 
regretted  the  returns  for  poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis 
vaccination  are  not  included,  for  understandable  reasons 
concerned  with  the  difficulty  of  segregating  the  particular 
figures  from  the  County  totals.

The  results  make  very  satisfactory  reading  and 
reflect  the  interest  taken  in  prevention  by  parents 
in  the  district,  and  the  urge  by  the  local  health 
visitor  and  others  to  have  the  prophylactic  arrange¬ 
ments  availed  of  at  the  opportune  time. 

Probably  the  most  telling  evidence  of  this  was 
shown  by  the  numbers  treated  against  smallpox,  which 
entailed  a  separate  and  different  form  of  vaccination. 
In  the  case  of  the  other  diseases,  full  and  sensible 
use  was  made  of  the  vaccine  combinations  for  securing 
a  wider  range  of  protection  with  the  minimum  number  of 
injections . 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH . SERVICES 

As  in  the  preceding  year,  Mr. Long,  the  Council’s 
Public  Health  Inspector,  has  kindly  supplied  at  my 
request  details  of  the  year’s  work  in  the  environmental 
field  of  duties  which  are  included  in  the  report.  The 
results  indicate  the  success  of  his  efforts  and  those 
of  Mr. Jordan,  the  Council’s  Surveyor  and  Engineer,  in 
maintaining  the  various  services  at  the  high  level  to 
which  YvTe  are  no w  accustomed. 

The  reports  of  water  samples  submitted  throughout 
the  year  for  laboratory  examination,  and  those  of  food¬ 
stuffs  to  which  such  tests  were  applicable,  confirmed 
that  all  was  well  in  this  department  of  the  Council’s 
responsibilities.  It  is  worth  recording  that,  except 
for  a  single  deviant,  none  of  the  samples  of  water,  milk 
or  ice  cream  during  the  year  fell  below  the  accepted 
standards.  If  such  a  yardstick  cannot  be  applied  to 
assess  the  hygienic  and  safety  level  of  many  other  food¬ 
stuffs,  we  may  accept  the  indirect  evidence  of  care  and 
attention  given,  by  the  absence  of  any  infection  arising 
from  food  sources. 

G-roup  Plats  and  Flatlets  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm 

When  in  my  report  of  1958,  I  commented  on  the 
Council’s  excellent  intention  of  building  a  unit  of 
flats  and  flatlets,  32  in  number  with  a  warden  service, 
for  the  benefit  of  aged  and  infirm  folk,  I  did  not 
anticipate  that  the  intention  would  be  so  speedily 
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translated  into  brick  and  mortar  with  the  hope  of  having 
some,  at  least,  of  the  dwellings  ready  for  occupation 
before  the  end  of  the  current  year.  Obviously,  from  the 
word  ,fgo"  the  Surveyor  lost  no  time  in  getting  on  with  the 
job  of  implementing  the  Council ?s  wishes  to  provide  this 
district  innovation  in  Welfare  housing  for  the  benefit 
of  a  deserving  section  of  the  community*  and  one  looks  to 
the  next  stage  of  moving-in  when  the  occupants  can  leave 
behind  them  those  bugbears  of  old  age  -  loneliness  and 
insecurity.  No  doubt,  the  local  voluntary  services  can, 
as  usual,  be  relied  on,  in  consultation  with  the  warden, 
to  see  in  what  way  they  can  bring  an  additional  warmth  of 
comfort  and  happiness  into  the  lives  of  people  thus 
conveniently  gathered  together.  It  will  prove  worth  while 
and  rewarding  work  to  help  the  old  folk,  individually  and 
collectively,  to  settle  into  their  new  surroundings,  and 
assist  them  with  any  problems  which  may  later  arise. 

Sewage  Contamination  of  Bathing  Beaches 

The  publicity  given  by  the  national  press,  and  through 
other  channels  following  the  report  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  on  the  above  subject,  focussed  general  interest  and 
concern  on  a  matter  which,  hitherto,  had  mainly  escaped 
critical  notice.  The  findings  of  the  research  committee 
went  far  to  allay  anxiety  when  they  pronounced,  as  the 
result  of  their  investigations,  that  the  risk  to  health 
of  bathing  in  sewage  contaminated  sea  water  could,  for  all 
practical  purposes,  be  ignored,  with  the  possible  exception 
of  some  aesthetically  revolting  beaches  round  the  country*s 
coastline . 

If  the  public  found  it  difficult  to  reconcile  the  logic 
of  these  findings  with  the  efforts  otherwise  made  to  arouse 
consciousness  about  the  importance  of  hygiene  in  the  daily 
round,  it  was  certainly  disturbing  to  understand  from  the  pre¬ 
face  of  the  report  that  sewage  discharged  into  the  sea  was 
usually  untreated,  which  resulted  in  the  amount  of  excretal 
pollution  found  in  some  areas  being  offensive  to  the  senses. 
Though  it  is  true  that  the  report  was  concerned  essentially 
with  the  health  risks  of  sea  bathing  in  the  presence  of 
pathological  organisms,  potential  or  otherwise,  liberated  in¬ 
to  the  sea  from  sewage,  it  would  be  hard  to  imagine  a 
discriminating  public  tolerating  beach  conditions  which  are 
aesthetically  revolting. 
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In  view  of  all  this*  the  residents  of  Mablethorpe 
and  Sutton  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  members  of 
the  Council  in  the  distant  past  who  insisted*  in  spite 
of  opposition*  on  the  installation  of  proper  disposal 
works  to  provide  standard  treatment  of  the  district 
sewage.  To-day*  when  so  much  interest  centres  around 
the  matter  throughout  the  country*  the  district  can  be 
proud  of  the  fact  that  it  belongs  to  what  appears  to  be 
a  minority  group  of  seaside  resorts  which  by  carrying 
out  the  full  treatment  of  sewage  have  made  this  major 
contribution  to  the  prevention  of  beach  contamination 
and  to  the  safeguarding  of  health  risks.

Prom  the  above  drainage  statistics  it  will  be  seen 
that  considerable  attention  must  be  given  to  drain  tests? 
defective  and  obstructed  drains  and  drainage  appliances , 
Over  a  number  of  years  it  has  been  noted  that  there  is 
a  very  high  percentage  of  drain  blockages  in  this  area. 
Some  of  this  trouble  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  lack  of 
fall  in  some  parts  of  the  district  but  far  too  many 
stoppages  occur  as  a  result  of  misuse.  It  is  safe  to 
say  that  many  stoppages  arise  from  the  use  of  newspaper 
as  toilet  paper.  This  is  particularly  noticeable  during 
the  season  in  the  furnished  holiday  properties  and 
camping  grounds. 

On  two  occasions  during  the  year  certain  drains 
had  to  be  relaid  owing  to  bad  workmanship.  In  both 
cases  it  was  so-called  !!do  it  yourself jobs.  It  is 
my  opinion  that  drainage  and  works  connected  with 
sanitary  appliances  should  be  carried  out  only  by 
competent  craftsmen. 

Cesspools  -  Pan  Closets  -  Septic  Tanks 

Cesspools?  Septic  tanks?  Pan  Closets?  Chemical 
Closets  or  such  like  appliances  under  any  other  name 
are  very  poor  substitutes  for  the  water  carriage  system. 

We  do  give  a  regular  service  for  emptying  and  cleansing? 
using  enclosed  tanks  and  pumps  for  the  purposes.  Only  a 
very  few  complaints  are  received.  Nevertheless? my  remarks 
in  this  first  paragraph  still  remain  true ,

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse 
continues  on  a  weekly  basis.  The  exceptionally  fine  summer 
resulted  in  a  very  large  increase  in  the  visiting  populatior 
This  in  turn  created  a  refuse  problem.  Very  long  hours  had 
to  be  worked  in  the  season  to  cope  with  the  situation.  If 
the  number  of  visitors  continues  to  increase  it  is  quite 
clear  that  further  equipment  will  be  required  for  refuse 
collection. 
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The  total  cost  of  refuse  collection  is  £5P34 4  and 
£1*352  for  refuse  disposal.  Approximately  £640  was 
realized  from  the  sale  of  salvage, 

287  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  control 
of  this  section  of  the  work,  4  complaints  of  non-removal 
of  refuse  were  dealt  with,  27  complaints  of  worn  out 
dustbins  were  received  during  the  year.  New  bins  were 
provided  in  each  case, 

DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT 

There  apxeeared  to  be  a  noticable  decrease  in  the 
rat  population  this  year  in  comparison  with  other  years.

The  improvement  of  properties  by  means  of  Grant  aid 
continues  to  be  popular*  the  number  of  Grants  this  year 
being  19  in  comparison  with  11  last  year.  Only  one  standard 
Grant  application  was  received*  the  majority  of  property 
owners  preferring  to  take  advantage  of  the  Discretionary 
Grant  with  the  Council  using  their  powers  under  the

This  factor  Confirms  my 
earlier  opinion  that  this  Act  was  unlikely  to  make  any 
major  contribution  to  the  repair  of  old  property.  The 
value  of  the  let  has  been  the  stablising  of  the  rent 
structure  and  bringing  into  line  the  rents  of  good  modern 
privately  owned  houses  with  Council  houses. 

Unfit  Houses 

During  the  year  a  survey  of  the  ^rban  area  was  made 
and  6  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  appropriate  action  is  now  being  taken  to  replace  the 
occupants  and  to  deal  with  the  properties.  This  district 
is  particularly  free  from  any  form  of  slum  property 
problem.  There  may  however  be  one  or  two  farm  cottages 
that  are  not  fit  to  live  in.  These  will  be  dealt  with  in 
the  next  yearfs  programme. 

Council  Housing 

The  Council  own  and  manage  283  houses  of  various 
types  and  are  now  constructing  32  flats  and  flatlets  at 
Trusthorpe .

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  numbers  as 
compared  with  last  year  but  with  the  Trusthorpe  scheme 
likely  to  be  completed  in  the  Autumn  of  I960  the  position 
should  be  considerably  improved.  The  Housing  Cov  .lit  tee 
has  given  careful  consideration  to  difficult  cases  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  families  have  been 
broken  up  by  use  of  Part  3  accommodation.  The  Committee 
has  also  given  thought  te  young  married  couples  without 
children.  This,  in  my  opinion, is  encouraging  these 
classes  of  persons  to  remain  in  the  area  and  is  ..keeping 
the  balance  of  population  age  range  in  the  right  proportions 

The  day  to  day  admin  stration  of  the  Council  Estates 
and  applications  involves  a  considerable  amount  of  time  , 
work  and  patience  *  A.  total  of  967  repairs  were  carried 
out  to  Council  houses.  These  are  sub-divided  as  follows

In  addition  to  the  above  day  to  day  repairs  the  back 
to  back  firegrates  have  been  replaced  on  the  Rutland  Road 
Estate  and  part  of  the  Kingsley  Road  Estate.  The  total 
cost  of  the  repairs  and  maintenance  including  the  above 
and  the  routine  painting  contracts,  was  approximately 
£2,260.

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Urban  area 
the  number  of  trailer  caravans  has  reached  the  2,000  mark. 
At  the  moment  we  have  these  under  control,  all  being 
stationed  on  properly  licenced  and  well  run  sites.  We  are, 
however,  losing  control  of  the  "Back  fard"  vans  mainly  due 
the  lack  of  legal  powers  and  the  apparent  we ak  position 
in  which  the  Town  Planning  Authority  finds  itself,  again 
possibly  due  to  insufficient  legislation. 
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There  appears  to  he  a  move  away  from  the  typical 
trailer  caravan  by  the  holiday  speculators  to  a  fixed 
semi-permanent  holiday  bungalow  or  shack  type  dwelling. 
These  schemes  may  look  well  on  a  neatly  coloured  plan 
beit  it  js  this  type  of  sub-standard  building  that  could 
quickly  develop  into  the  slums  of  the  future . 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  Planning  .authorities 
and  the  Council  will  keep  this  matter  in  mind  when  the 
plans  are  being  considered. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  now  being  experienced 
rq  the  tenting  problem.  Par  more  tents  are  being  used 
than  the  existing  sites  can  accommodate.  At  the  peak 
of  the  season  several  hundred  tents  were  stationed  in 
fields  without  any  sanitary  facilities  whatsoever.  To 
cope  with  the  situation  emergency  toilets  were  erected 
and  water  supplies  fixed  and  refuse  bins  supplied. 

This  whole  question  is  being  seriously  considered 
by  the  Public  Health  Committee.

.The  above  Act  together  with  the  Slaughterhouse 
(Hygiene)  Regulations  and  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
Regulations  called  for  a  complete  and  detailed  report 
on  the  conditions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  in  the  area* 
This  has  been  completed  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  consideration. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

196  visits  were  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  above 
Regulations 2  4  premises  were  required  to  provide  wash 
basins,  3  refrigerators  were  provided,  5  premises  had 
to  provide  better  hot  water  facilities,  2  sinks  were 
provided.  In  two  of  the  Cafes,  washing  up  machines  were 
provided  in  place  of  hand  washing.  The  staffs  employed 
by  the  caterers  are  now  becoming  more  hygiene  minded 
and  I  find  that  much  less  smoking  is  being  done  in  food 
premises.  The  temporary  summer  staffs  employed  in  the 
food  trade  still  continue  to  be  troublesome  but  constant 
attention  keeps  the  situation  well  within  reasonable 
limits  * 


General  Conclusion 

Again  I  report  a  year  of  steady  progress  in  the 
environmental  health  service.  Apart  from  the  tenting 
problems,  all  services,  municipal  and  private,  successfully 
dealt  with  the  large  numbers  of  summer  visitors.
